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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: although Deliwala discloses that devices that 
perform the respective functions are physcially interspersed across the wafer, the wafer comprises at least the two regions (one localized 
region for an optical component and one localized region for a proximal electrical component). Additionally, Deliwala and Johnson et al. 
disclose preferred embodiments wherein the electronic and optical components are simultaneously fabricated or wherein the electronic 
components are fabricated prior to the optical components. However, the teaching of a preferred embodiment does not constitute a 
teaching away from a nonpreferred embodiment (MPEP 2123 (II)). Finally, Fitzgerald additionally discloses an embodiment wherein the 
microlectronic circuitry is formed in the Si cap layer rather than the Si substrate (column 4, lines 28-64), and therefore meets the claimed 
limitation. . 
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
